A MYSTERIOUS VOYAGE, 


To Search Yor Diamonds. 


of Augusb 10 writes —All the strange’ 
voyages on which ships have ever sailed 
that on which the old steamer “ Xema" iv 
about to enue is probably the quecrest. 
For some months pst the vessel hos beer 
lnid up in tho South West India Dock, but. 
during the last five or six days she has been 
arousing koe curiosity while lying in the 
river at moorings off Gravesond, where she 
hus beon taking in x quantity of machinery, 
including dinmoid mining drills, Cargo, 
in tho ordinary. sense of the term she is 
not shipping. 

But the hiilé of mystery which enshrouds 
the coming voyago of the ‘* Xoma” is reql- 
ly due to the fact that the most profound 
seerecy has ban observed as to her real 
destination, ‘This reticence has naturally - 
evoked speculation us to the real object of 
the venture, Was it another treasurc- 
hunting expedition to seok ont the buried 
loot of some dead and gone buccaneer { 
This seemed reully the must fousible theory, 
and one recutled the ‘tales of Cocos Island, 
off’ the coast of Central America, with ite 
buried millions and its fights for gold. 
Expedition after expedition has beon mate 
to this treagure island, not the least rivt- 
able being that of Earl Fitzwilliam, in the 
“ Veronique,” at onv timo the well-known 
Union-Castle liner *Hurlech Custle." If 
our inemory serves, it was in this expedi- 
tion to Cocos Island that the “Xema” 
acted as auxiliary ship. 

The entorpriso on which the “ Xems'’ 
is now to engage is, however, of quito » 
differont character, It is more sensational, 
more romantic: She is not going tu 
“Tyonsuro lyland,” as Cocos is now some- 
times called, nor is she going to seek 
hidden pirntical loot in ufiy othor portion 
of the globe. Yet, curiously enough, if 
the present project proves sfccessful, sho 
will return home with a fabulously rich 
carge—of diamonds, According to the 
ship's articles she is bound to St, Helena, 
vin Cardiff, and to any port or places 
within the limits of 60 N. Intitude and 40 
S. latitude, the duration of tho voyago not 
to exeecd one year. Aso matter of fact 
sho is expectod back in about six or seven 

St. Helena, of course, is 
merely a nominal dostination. The 
portinout question really is--Where is she 
going to seok her cargo of gems? Thers 
is nothing in tho articles to suggest the 
lucation of this wealthy spot, for “60 .N. 
and 40S.” leaves almost the whole world 
hefore the ndventurous spizits who sail in 
the ship, 

To convey something in the nature uf an 
account of the genesis of this queer quest 
it is necessary to record a sen yarn dealing 
Hwith « shipwreck and a rescued mariner. 
Some while back o ship was lost in‘o 
certain place, and one man reached the 
whore. Whilst awaiting rescue this cast- 
away amused himself by collecting pebbles 
of a rather unusual nature from the bench, 
After a time he managed to get hack te 
civilisation, and brought somo of these 
small stones homo with him. Ho evidently 
did not attach much value to his find, for 
most of thom were given to his children 
to play with. However, one day, out of 
curiosity, he asked a gom merchant what 
they really were, “and recsived the 
astounding reply, “Why, man, they're 
diamonds!” ‘Thoso fer -stones realised 
ahout £1,500, and the present ‘*Xema” 
expedition ix now to proceed to that 
dinmond-strewn beach to seek a fortune, 
the value of which may, or, may not, 
make wealthy men of those now in- 
cluded in the dinmond-secking syndicate. 
Tho organisation i described as tho Collis 
Diamond Syndicate, the principal being 
Mr Collis, a mining engneer. Tho castaway 
nuariner who first discovercd the diamonds 
joins the ship at Cardift, and if the voyage 
fulfils the hopes of the adventurers he will 
participate in the profits. If, on the other 
hand, no dinmionds avo found, be gets 
nothing, Let it be at onco understood 
tht this is no mad-brained erazy voyage. 
The syndicate consists of 25 men, all of 
whom havo sufiicient faith in the scheme to 
havo subscribed considerablo sums ‘of 

fmoney. ‘The capital of tho syndicate 
is, it is understood, £50,000, or an average’ 
subscription of £2,000 per man. And in 
these days no man puts down £2,000 
unlesa he hag sith in the vonturo in 
which his capital is invested, In the

To be Rivalled by Germany. 

The Pribune’s correspondent ud Berlin 
writes on Aug, 8 :--Some details have Zen 
publihed here concerning the ironclads 
about to be laid down for the German Navy 
a rivals of the British battleship “Dread. 
nought.” It is of special interest to note

tounage of 18,000. Engines will bo placed
